DB. HMIOWEIL'S LECTURE 


ON TUBERCULOSIS 


When the importance of the sub­ 
ject is considered, it must be admit­ 
ted that the audience that heard Dr. 
Hallo well’s lecture 
on 
tuberculosis 
last 
evening, 
was 
disappointingly 
small. 


The lecture was one that w as full 
oi intormation that every one should 
bt* familiar with, for when it is re­ 
membered that 180,000 deaths from 
the white plague occurred in 191 it, in 
the I nited States alone, the situation 
is indeed a grave one. 
The lecture 
was illustrated by stereopticon view s, 
beginning with an illustration of a 
healthy pair of lungs, and tracing the 
Progress of the disease to the last 
stages. 
The doctor declares that the great­ 
est danger ties in the fact that the 
majority' of people refuse to believe 
they have the disease until it is too 
late. They 
are 
frightened 
by 
the 
thought of being attacked, when as a 
matter of fact, by beginning in time 
it can be easily cured. He himself was 
thus attacked a few years ago, but 
lit declared that he has been thor­ 
oughly cured. 
The disease is not hereditary, as 
many believe, but is readily com­ 
municable by breathing the germs 
into the lungs, byr flies, through in­ 
fected food and by germs gaining ac­ 
cess to the body through sores. 
The essentials in the cure of the 
disease aru plenty of 
sunshine 
and 
fresh air, good food and perfect clean 
1 in ess. Many sanitariums have been 
< rec ted .or consumptives, and the lec­ 
turer showed several of these with his 
stereopticon. 


Muskogee, Ok.. Oct. 23.— Practical­ 
ly every negro in the town of Coweta, 
where a race riot occurred yesterday, 
is without arms, and Company G of 
the state militia and a citizens’ com­ 
mittee have the situation under con­ 
trol. The troops today searched every 
negro shanty and in most every’ one 
found arms, which they confiscated. 
There were a number of strange ne­ 
groes in the town during the day, but 
they were disarmed and sent away 
before nightfall. 
Herman iRea, a young white farm­ 
er, was held up by a band of fifteen 
negroes near town and searched and 
permitted to drive into town. A half 
dozen negroes have been arrested and 
detained in jail. 
.Another '.vcurn* ■»(! iran was found 
this morning lying beside 
the 
Katy 
right of way. He is John B. Thomas, 
a white man, section foreman of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas railway. 
He had been shot last night and his 
leg was shattered. Two white farm­ 
ers were with him at the time, but 
they fled, and it is not known wheth­ 
er or not they were injured. 
A man was arrested this afternoon, 
charged with inciting trouble. It is 
charged that he has been agitating a 
revolt against the 'whites during the 
last few months. 
An order has been made by the citi­ 
zens’ committee and Capt. Green of 
Company F, commanding the public 
to remain off the streets after night- 
tall. The militia will again patrol the 
town tonight and remain in Coweta 
until tomorrow night. A few women 
and children left Coweta and came 
to Muskogee today, it is believed that 
tile whites will be able to cope with 
the situation tonight without serious* 
trouble.
